C, FACTS THAT MUST BB FACED 

When Premier Bennett gets back from England it 
is to be hoped he will make a careful study of the 
country's financial condition. Hen are some of the 
facts with which the government is faced:

Even such a warm supporter of the government 
as The Montreal Star it alarmed about the condition 
of the public finances. It notes that the Minister of 
Finance levied new taxes on the people which were 
expected to yield $70,000,000 more than last year; 
yet at the end of the first three months of the present 
fiscal year—April to June inclusive—these revenues 
were no lets than $16,000,000 behind. In other 
words, if this trend should continue for the balance 
•f the fiscal year which ends next March 31, there 
will be a further deficit of $134,000,000 to add to 
the estimated deficit of $60,941,000. This would 
bring the total deficit up to more than $200,000,000. 
or an amount approximating two-thirds of the net na- 
tional debt in 1913. 

There is no especial need to get unduly alarmed 
over the present financial situation. Tire government 
has it within its power to change matters very rapidly 
by cutting out its restrictive trade policy. The Times 
has frequently said that the drop in our external trade 
from $2,650,000,000 four years ago to one-third of 
that value is not due solely to the government's fiscal 
policy; but it has been responsible for a great deal of 
that decline. Even with improving conditions gener¬ 
ally, the trade of Canada for the twelve months ending 
June this year was worth $2,000,000 less than for the 
twelve months ending May. and nearly $200,000,000 
leu than for the twelve months ending June. 1932. 
These are the official figures issued by the Department 
of Trade and Commerce, over which Hon. H. H. 
Stevens presides. 

Students of public affairs can turn lo the last 
budget speech of the King government aad find that 
the debt of the country at that time—1930—was ap¬ 
proximately $2,250,000,000 and that our external 
trade was worth nearly $2,400,000,000. While at 
five years, from 1925 ta 1930. the King government 
reduced the net debt of the country by nearly $300.- 
000.000, the present administration has me reared it 
by approximately $400,000,000. with a deficit af 
more than $200,000,000 in the offing, and trade 
down to approximately $200,000,000 leu than it 
was in J9|3. And when Mr. Bennett took offic* 
there was a surplus of approximately $45,000,000 
in the treasury.

Whether the reforestation army plants 
a lot of trees or not. it has at least taken a lot of 
young men who were not gettmg enough to eat and 
filled them up. improving both their health and their 
morale."
